HOYLE’s  GAME  at  WHIST, 


ABRIDGED  AND  EXPLAINED. 


Defcription  of  the  Game. 

WHIST  is  played  by  four  perfons,  with  a full  pack  of  52 
cards  : the  order  of  the  cards  is  ace,  king,  queen,  knave, 
10,  9,  8 7,  6,  5,  4,  3.  2,  or  deuce  ; the  parties  all  cut  the  cards 
for  partners.  The  two  highed  are  partners  agamd  the  two 
lowelt.  The  lowed  card  entitles  to  the  deal.  In  cutting  the 
ace  is  lowed,  each  perfon  has  a right  to  Jhuffle  the  cards  before 
the  deal  ; the  elder  band  ought  to  Ihuffle  them  lad,  except  the 

^Forfhe  deal,  (the  partners  being  placed  oppofite  to  each  other) 
the  pack  is  cut  by  the  tight  hand  adverfary,  in  doing  which, 
four  cards  at  lead  mud  be  taken  off  the  pack,  or  left,  the  dealer 
then  didributes  the  cards,  one  by  one,  to  each  of  the  p.ayers, 
beginning  wi;h  the  left-hand  adverfary,  the  lad  card  he  turns 
up,  (which  determines  the  trump fuit, J and  leaves  it  upon  the 
table  till  it  is  his  turn  to  play.  . 

No  intimations  of  any  kind  are  to  be  admitted  between  the 
partners  during  the  play  of  the  cards.  The  miftakc  ot  one  par- 
tv  is  the  game,  of  the  adverfary  ; but  in  cafe  of  a revoke,  that  is 
jf  a perfon  docs  not  follcrw fuit,  or  trumps  a card,  the  partner 
may  afk  if  he  is  fure  he  has  none  of  that  fuit  in  his  hand.  For 

the  penalty  of  a revoke  is  the -mod  fevere  of  any. 

The  perfon  on  the  dealers  left  hand  is  called  the  elder  hand, 
and  plays  ftrd,  or  leads-,  whoever  wins  the  trick,  becomes  elder 
hand,  and  plays  again  ; and  fo  on  till  all  the  cards  are  played 
cut  No  one  mud  play  out  of  his  turn.  The  tricks  belonging  to 
each  party  dtould  be  collefted  and  turned  by  the  rcfpeaive  part- 
ner of  whoever  wins  the  fitd  trick  in  every  hand  ; only  the  lad 
trick  turned  may  be  looked  into  duimg  the  p.ay  of  that  hand 
by  either  party.  All  tricks  above  fvx,  won  by  cither  party,  are 
reckoned  as  Points  towards  their  game,  and  are  called  fo  m y 
by  cards.  The  ace,  king,  queen,  and  knave  of  trumps  are  called 
honours , and  when  either  of  the  parties  has  in  his  own  hand,  or 
between  himfelf  and  partner,  three  honours,  they  count 
two  (by  honours)  towards  the  game;  and  if  they  have  the  four 
honours,  they  count  four  points.  When  other  party  ismgh.  and 
ouc  of  the  partners  holds  three  honours,  or  two  and  the  third  is

OF  THE 

DUCHESS  of  KINGSTON, 

AND 

ORIGIN  of  GOWLAND’s  LOTION. 


THE  following  remarkable  circumdnnce  which  gave  rife  to 
this  Lotion,  and  at  once  edablilhed  it  in  all  the  polite  and 
faftiionable  circles  is  Hill  remembered  by  fome  of  the  molt 

EXALTED  CHARACTERS  AT  St.  J AM  ES’S. 

The  once  lovely  and  much  celebrated  Duchcfs  of  Kingdon 
(when  Mifs  Chudleigh)  was  one  of  the  Maids  of  Honour  to  the 
Princefs  Dowager  of  Wales.  In  that  htuation,  where  beauty  is 
confidered  an  honour,  and  deformity  induces  derilion,  with  a 
face  and  perfon  formed  to  command  the  love  and  admiration 
of-a  court,  her  {kin  became  affedted  with  a lumpy  thickivels 
and  opacity,  which  gave  the  mod  threatening  fymptoms  to  bor 
former  beauty.  Like  all  others,  in  the  fame  htuation,  fhe  had 
recourfe  to  p "nits,  patches,  and  cofmetics,  of  every  denomina- 
tion; thefe  were  not  only  ineffeftual,  but  (erved  to  increale  the 
progrefs  of  the  complaint,  until  at  length  the  fkin  of  the  face 
wholly  broke  down,  gave  way  to  a decided,  fixed,  and  fettled 
eruption.  The  phyhcians  to  the  houfehold  were  called  in,  and 
fhe  accordingly  fubmitted  to  the  ufual  routine  of  internal  medi- 
cine, which  confumed  much  time,  and  in  the  end  had  no 
effect — nor  were  fca-bathing,  a dccoffion  of  the  woods,  and 
the  mod  fevere  regimen,  attended  with  any  belter  fuccefs. 
It  is  nccefTnry  here  to  obferve,  that  Mr.  Gowland,  the  inventor, 
was  at  that  time  apothecary  to  the  houfehold  of  her  Royal  High- 
nefs  the  Princefs  Dowager  of  Wales,  (as  he  was  afterwards  to 
that  of  his  prefent  Majedy)  and  was  confidered  one  of  the 
hone  fled  men  of  his  profellion  ; but  this  didinguifhed  quali- 
ty, although  it  procured  him  the  Heady  countenance  and 
, protc&ion  of  his  Sovereign,  operated  differently  with  thoTe 
under  whom  he  afted  (particularly  in  this  indance.)  In 
the  capacity  of  apothecary  to  the  houfehold,  he  made 
up,  and  relufiantly  adminidersd  all  the  farrago  of  medi- 
cines ordered  by  the  phyficians;  and  when  ftieir  ufelels  ef- 
forts had  at  length  iutjiled  difappoiutment,  grief,  and  defpair 
upon  the  lady,  Mr.  Gowland  invented,  produced,  and  recom- 
mended to  her  ufe,  this  Lotion;  in  a very  fhort  time  its  effetts 
far  exceeded  his  idea,  as  alfo  the  mod  fanguine  hopes  of  Mifs 
Chudleigh;  for  it  not  only  cured  the  eruption,  but  lo  far  puri- 
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playing  a card.  Ten  points  make  the  game.  The  points  art 
scored  when  each  hand  is  played  out.

Explanation  of  Terms, 

A rubier  is  the  party  ufually  made ; it  is  won  by  getting  the 
two  firft  games  out  of  three. 

A love  game  is  when  either  party  gets  tho  game  before  the 
adverfaries  have  counted  one.  What  is  gained  before  the  ad- 
verfary  gets  anyA  is  called,  fo  many  love  ; the  forfeit  is  ufually 
double.  And, 

A lurch,  is  when  the  lofers  do  not  make  five  points;  if  the  rub- 
ber is  gained  it  is  reckoned  as  two  points. 

Hand\  the  13  cards  dealt  to  each  player  are  called  his  hand ; fo 
likewife  are  any  fmaller  number  he  holds  after  part  of  the  cards 
are  played  out. 

A flam,  is  where  either  party  wins  every  trick.  _ 

Tinefling,  when  a card  is  led  and  you  hold  the  bed  and  third 
of  that  fuit,  if  you  play  the  third  beft,  you  are  faid  to  jineffe  tho 
card,  you  take  the  chance  of  the  adverfary  who  plays  after  you 
having  the  fecond  bed  of  the  fuit,  and  if  he  has  it  not  you 
may  gain  a trick. 

Yorcing,  is  the  obliging  your  partner  or  adverfary  to  trump  a

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fled  and  cleanfod  the  (kin  from  every  fpecics  of  thicknefs  and 
impuiity,  u had  formerly  polled,  that  by  the  ufe  of  Got- 
land’s Lotion,  the  finenefs  of  her  complexion  became  attually 
proverbial.

By  a gently  flimulating  quality  it  opens  the  pores  of  the  fkin, 
excites  the  languid  veffels  to  their  proper  aftion,  and  thereby 
relieves  obRrufted  perfpiration,  extrafts  the  thick  and  turgid 
virus  lurking  in  the  interior  fibres,  and  brings  it  forward  to 
the  furface,  in  the  form  of  a SCURF*,  or  whitifh  powder, 
which  every  morning  falls,  or  is  wiped  off,  until  the  fkin,  by 
being  thus  frequently  purified,  and,  from  day  to  day,  purged  of 
its  crudities,  is  improved,  from  a flate  of  impurity  and  difeafe, 
to  its  original  clearnefs,  beauty,  and  perfe&ion. — The  natural 
tone  and  texture  of  the  fkin  being  thus  reftored,  the  capillary 
veffels  and  glands  perform  the  fundlions  allotted  to  them,  and 
are  thereby  enabled  to  throw  off,  as  they  rise,  thofe 
faline  particles  which  would  otherwife  clog  and  thicken  it, 
without  differing  them  to  loiter  and  accumulate,  till  they  become 
fixed.

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THI  LAAVS  OF  WHIST  ; 
Conformed  to  in  the  moft  Fafhionable  Circlet, 


or  DEALING. 

I.  If  a card  is  turned  up  in'dealing,  it  is  in  the  option  of 
the  adverfe  party  to  call  a new  deal ; but  if  either  of  them  has 
been  the  caufe  of  turning  up  fuch  card,  the  dealer  has  his 
option. 

II.  Ifa  card  is  faced  in  the  pack,  they  mull  be  dealt  again,  un- 
lefs  it  is  the  laft  card. 

III.  liach  player  ought  to  fee  that  he  has  1 3 cards  dealt,  there- 
fore if  any  Ihould  happen  to  have  only  12,  and  it  is  not  difcover- 
ed  till  feveral  tricks  are  played,  and  the  other  parties  have  their 
right  number,  the  deal  (lands  good,  and  the  pcrfon  who  plays 
with  12  cards  is  to  be  punilhed  for  every  revoke  he  may 
make;  but  if  either  of  the  other  players  Ihould  have  14  cards, 
the  deal  is  loft. 

IV.  The  dealer  muft  leave  the  trump  card  in  view  upon  the 
table  till  his  turn  to  play;  after  he  has  placed  it  among  his  other 
cards,  no  body  may  demand  what  card  was  turned  up,  but  it  may 
be  alked  what  is  trump.  Hence  the  dealer  cannot  name  a 
wrong  card,  to  make  a difeovery,  which  he  might  otherwife 
do. 

V.  None  ought  to  take  up  or  look  at  their  cards  while  dealing; 
in  fuch  cafe,  if  the  dealer  mis-deal,  he  lhall  deal  again,  unlcls 
it  is  occalioncd  by  his  partner ; and  if  a card  is  turned  up  in 
dealing,  no  new  deal  lhall  be  called,  unlcfs  it  Ihould  be  the 
partner’s  lault. 

VI.  If  the  dealer  inftead  of  turning  up  the  trump  card,  puts 
it  upon  the  reft  of  his  cards,  with  the  face  downwards,  he  lofes 
his  deal. 

OF  PLAYING  OUT  OF  TURN. 

VII.  If  any  one  plays  out  of  turn,  it  is  in  the  option  of  cither 
of  his  adverfaries  to  call  the  card  played,  at  any  time  in  the  deal, 
provided  it  does  not  make  him  revoke;  or,  if  the  pcrfon  play- 
ing out  of  turn,  or  his  partner  is  to  lead,  either  of  the  other 
parties  may  name  the  (bit  he  chufes  to  have  led,  which  muft 
be  played  if  he  has  one  of  the  fuit. 

VIII.  If  a pcrfon,  fuppofing  he  has  won  a trick,  leads  again, 
before  his  partner  has  played,  it  is  optional  with  the  adverfe 
parties  to  oblige  the  partner  to  win  the  trick  if  he  can  ; or  if 
the  partner  wins  the  trick  without  being  required  to  do  it,  the 
catd  thus  played  out  of  turn  may  be  called  as  in  the  7th  law. 

IX.  If  a pcrfon  leads,  and  his  partner  plays  before  his  turn, 
the  laft  player  has  a right  to  play  before  his  partner. 

X.  If  the  laft  player  plays  out  of  his  turn,  whether  his  partner 
lias  any  of  the  fuit  led  or  not,  he  is  not  entitled  to  trutnp  it  nor 
to  win  the  trick,  ifhc  has  a loiipg  card  of  the  fuit.

XI.  If  a revoke  is  made,  the  adverfaries  may  add  three  to  their, 
fcore,  or  take  three  tricks  from  the  revoking  party ; or  take 
down  three  from  their  fcore;  and  the  revoking  party,  pro- 
vided they  are  up  notwithdanding  the  penalty,  mull  remain  at 
nine  ; the  revoke  takes  place  before  any  other  fcore  of  the 
game. 

XII.  If  anyperfon  revokes  and  difeovers  it  before  the  cards  are 
turned,  he  may  take  up  the  card  he  revoked  with,  but  the  adverfe, 
party  may  call  the  highed  or  lowed  card  of  the  fuitled;  or,  at 
their  option,  call  the  card  then  played  at  any  time  when  it  does 
notcaufea  revoke. 

XIII.  No  revoke  to  be  claimed  till  the  trick  is  turned  and 
.quitted,  or  the  party  who  revoked,  or  his  partner  has  played 
again. 

XIV.  When  a revoke  is  claimed,  if  the  adverfe  party  mix 
their  cards  they  forfeit  the  revoke. 

XV.  No  revoke  can  be  claimed  after  the  cards  are  cut  for  a 
new  deal. 

OF  CALLINC  HONOURS. 

XVI.  If  any  perfon  calls  at  any  point  of  the  game,  except 
eight,  either  of  the  adverfe  parties  may  confult  and  call  a new 
deal. 

XVII.  After  the  trump  card  is  turned  up,  no  perfon  mud  re- 
mind his  partner  to  call  upon  penalty  of  loiing  a point. 

XVIII.  After  the  trump  card  is  turned  up,  no  honours  in  the 
preceding  deal  can  be  fet  up,  unlefs  they  were  before  claimed. 

XIX.  If  any  perfon  calls  at  the  point  of  eight,  and  his  part- 
ner atrfwers,  and  both  the  oppofite  parties  have  thrown  down 
their  cards,  (but  not  mixed  them)if  it  appears  that  the  claimants 
had  not  two  by  honours,  then  their  opponents  may  confult  and 
are  at  liberty  to  dand  the  deal  or  not : if  their  cards  have  been 
mixed  in  throwing  them  down,  a new  deal  mud  be  made.

XXI.  If  anyperfon  calls  at  eight,  after  he  has  played,  the 
eppofitc  party  may  call  a-new  deal. 

OF  SEPARATING  AND  SHEWING  THE  CARDS,  &C. 

XXII.  If  any  perfon  feparates  a card  from  the  red  of  his  hand, 
the  adverfe  party  may  call  for  it,  by  name;  but  if  he  calls  a 
■wrong  card,  either  he  or  his  partner  is  liable  once  to  have  the 
highed  or  lowed  card  called  in  any  fuit  led  during  that  deal. 

XXIII.  If  any  perfon  throws  his  cards  upon  the  table  with

eruptive  or  carbuncly  appearance,  are  in  a date  as  pure  and 
uncontaminated  as  of  thofe  who  moft  exult  in  a fine  complexion 
and  a clear  fkin. — Secondly,  to  propofe  and  recommend  a re- 
medy, in  the  application  of  which  a certain  cure  is  found,  that 
at  once  puts  them  on  an  equal  fooling. — A remedy,  which,  be- 
fides  vanquilhing  and  eradicating  the  Disease,  is  competent  to 
the  more  difficult  talk  of  purging  and  cleat  ing  a thick  and  obdu- 
rate fkin  from  thofe  crudities,  whereby  that  thicknefs  and  opa- 
city is  occafioncd ! and  we  prefume  it  will  appear  perfeftly 
rcalonable  and  analogous,  that  the  fame  preparation  which  was 
calculated  for  and  is  heft  capable  of  curing  the  Difeafes  of  the 
fkin,  in  their  word  ftages,  (hould  be  the  moft  likely  to  remedy

A good  appearance  is  certainly  one  ofthofe  advantages  which  is 
filently  operating  in  our  favour  every  moment  of  our  lives,  even 
in  onr  abfence;  while  a forbidding  vifage,  or  one  marked  with 
difeafe.is  more  forcibly  atting,  and  unfortunately  in  a much  greatev 
variety  of  ways,  to  our  diiadvantage,  than  is  generally  apprehend- 
ed : a face  and  countenance  disfigured  by  thole  forbidding  appear- 
ances arc  univerfally  confidered  either  as  the  confequence  of  in- 
temperance, drunkennefs,  and  debauchery  inourfelves,  or  of  the 
whole  mafs  of  blood  and  juices  being  corrupted  and  contaminat- 
ed from  the  vices  of  our  anceftors. — Thofe  fufpicions  are  fo  ex- 
tremely and  affe&ingly  injurious  both  to  our  own  feeling,  our 
fame,  and  our  fortunes,  and  at  the  fame  time  are  fo  erroneous, 
that  it  becomes  a duty,  indilpenfable  to  ottrfelves  and  to  lociety, 
to  adopt  the  moil  approved  modes  of  relief.  The  fufpicions  al- 
luded’to,  are  the  more  fevere  becaufe  it  is  certain,  and  the  truth 
has  long  been  afeertained,  that  the  fkin  is  affefted  by  diieafes  and 
diforders  peculiar  to  itfelf,  in  which  the  blood  and  fyftem  re- 
main wholly  unaffefted,  and  which  neither  proceed  from  in- 
temperance, or  an  unwholefome,  vicious,  or  contaminated  ha- 
bit. Hence  it  is  fo  much  to  be  lamented,  that  thefe  lufpicions 
should  so  powerfully  operate  againft  oe-rions  who  in 
truth  and  in  fa£l  have  no  more  fins  to  anfwer  for  than  the 
generality  of  mankind  ; and  who,  from  the  fymmetry  of  theh 
features,  might  probably  be  entitled  to  rank  even  with  the 
proudeft  in  beauty,  but  for  this  affeflion  of  the  fkin. 

No  apology,  then,  will  furely  be  deemed  neceffary,  for  intro- 
ducing to  the  afflifted,  the  means  of  placing  them  on  an  equal 
footing,  and  of  putting  them  into  a fituation  of  receiving  all  the 
advantages  enjoyed  by  thofe  who  molf,  I fay,  exult  in  a clear 
(kin  and  the  finenefs  of  their  complexion. 

That  the  human  face  be  as  free  as  poffible  from  thofe  defor- 
mities which  not  only  create  difgufl,  muft  certainly,  to  every 
feeling  mind,  be  a defirable  object,  for  they  (hould  coulider  that 
however  habit,  may,  to  themfelves,  have  familiarized  this  unfight- 
linefs,  it  is  not  fo  with  ftrangers,  it  is  new  and  ftriking  to  every 
frefh  acquaintance  and  to  all  around  them,  but  it  is  particularly 
diflteffing  to  delicate  and  fufceptible  perfons,  especially  at

Contrafl  then  the  ruddy  vigour  of  health  animating  the  vivid 
tints  of  beauty,  with  the  languor  of  apparent  ficknefs,  or  the 
fqualid  vifage  of  lothfomcnefs  arid  difeafe;  a vifage,  I fay,  of 
adlual  fretwork,  ftudded  with  pimples  and  blotches,  and  let  us 
confider  what  arc  the  advantages  of  the  one  above  the  other, 
even  in  the  common,  the  ordinary  concerns  of  life.  Certain  it 
is,  that  impreflions  which  tend  to  a t ft  ft  or  injure  us  in  every  un- 
dertaking or  ncgociation  through  life,  are  ficqucntly  formed  at 
riRST  SIGHT.

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XXIV.  Always  confider  you  own  and  your  antagonift’s  fcore 
and  play  your  hand  accordingly. 

/ In  a backward  game,  you  inay  often  rilk  one  trick  in  order 
to  gain  two  ; but  in  a forward  game  you  fhould  be  more  cau- 
tious, unlefs  you  have  a good  probability  of  getting  up. 

When  your  partner  leads  trump,  return  his  lead  the  firft 
opportunity,  and  with  the  beft  you  have,  when  you  hold  but 
three  originally. 

When  you  have  a ftrong  fuit  and  but  few  trumps,  rather 
force  your  adverfaties  than  lead  trump,  unlefs  you  are  likewife 
ftrong  in  the  other  fuits. 

Remember  what  cards  are  played  from  each  hand,  how  many 
of  each  fuit  are  out,  and  what  is  the  bell  remaining  card  in  each. 

When  your  partner  refufes  to  trump  a fuit  of  which  he  mull 
know  that  you  have  not  the  beft,  lead  your  beft  trump  the  firft 
opportunity. 

If  your  partner  having  trumped  a fuit,  refufes  to  play  trump, 
lead  that  fuit  again,  and  never  trump  out  when  it  appears  likely 
that  your  partuer  will  trump  a fuit. 

When  you  are  ftrong  in  trumps  you  may  force  your  partner, 
but  not  otherwife,  unlefs  you  have  a renounce  yourfelf,  when 
you  may  eftablifh  a faw,  and  thus  make  all  your  trumps  feparate- 
ly,  which  is  good  play  even  when  you  arc  ftrong  in  trumps  and 
have  a good  fuit. 

When  trumps  are  eirher  returned  by  your  partner,  or  led  by 
the  adverfary  you  may  fineftc  fecurely,  keeping  the  command 
all  you  can  in  your  own  hand. 

It  is  fometimes  good  to  lead  a thirteenth  card,  to  force  'your 
adverfary,  and  make  your  partner  laft  player. 

You  may  lead  from  an  ace  fuit  when  you  have  three  in  num- 
ber of  any  fuit,  trumps  excepted. 

You  ought  not  to  lead  fiom  an  ace-fuit  when  you  have  four  or 
more  of  any  other  fuit,  for  the  ace  is  an  afliftant  to  your  ftrong 
fuit,  and  when  the  trumps  are  played  out  may  enable  you  to 
make  that  fuit. 

When  weak  in  trumps,  over-trump  your  adverfary  if  you 
can  ; when  ftrong  in  trumps,  rather  throw  away  a lofing  card. 

Be  careful  in  foriing  and  holding  your  cards,  left  ingenious 
curiofity  Ihould  difeover  the  ftrength  of  your  hand. 


The  fubfequent  calculations  fhew  the  chances  of  your  part- 
ner’s having  1,2,  or  3 certain  cards,  by  attention  to  which  any 
hand  may  be  played  to  the  greateft  advantage. 

I.  It  is  two  to  one  that  he  does  not  hold  one  certain  card. 

II.  Of  two  certain  cards,  that  he  holds  one  of  them  only,  is 
31  to  26,  that  he  has  not  both  of  them,  is  17  to  2,  but,  that  he 
has  »nc  or  both,  is  about  5 to  4. 

III.  Of  three  certain  cards,  that  hcliolds  one  of  them  only, 
is  about  6 to  7,  that  he  holds  two  of  them,  is  about  1 to  7,  that 
he  holds  all  three  of  them,  is  about  1 to  3,  but  that  he  has 
cither  one  or  two  of  them,  is  about  13  to  6,  and  that  he  haa 
%,  2,  or  all  3 of  them,  is  about  5 to  e. 
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lefs  affett  our  fuccefs  in  every  fituation,  in  our  mod  trivial  con- 
cerns and  indeed  have  eventually  decided  the  future  fortunes  of 
thoufands.— This  principle,  is  flrongly  tnftanced  in  the  cale  of 
the  Duchefs  of  Kingfton,  who,  from  the  figure  (he  afterwards 
made  in  life  and  the  attention  fhe  commanded,  laid  at  once  the 
foundation  of  her  own  fortune,  and  the  fame  of  the  Lotion,  in 
attending  to  this  maxim.

“ This  in  no  inftancc,,y"\\z  fays,  “ has  been  more  remarkable  uor

“ fpeedily  removed,  by  the  ufe  of  local  remedies  merely,  than  they

Poffeffes  an  almoft  inconceivable  advantage  and  fuperiority

Nor  is  it  unaptly 
compared  to  the  lively  bright  colour  of  fifhes  and  of  birds, 
but  which  goes  off  the  inflant  they  die.  Nor  does  it  ever  ob- 
tain even  in  this  part,  unlefs  the  {kin  be  in  a found  and  healthy 
ftate.  . - 7 


In  order  to  conceive  rightly,  the  great  fuperiority  which  the

ledge of  the  inventor,  and  his  fubfequent  prattice,  ferved  infal- 
libly to  eftablifh  it  among  them,  as  a fpecific  for  all  cutaneous 
complaints.
